CONSTRUCTION 

On  August  21,  1995,  we  will  open 
the  80th  session  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College.  This  dates  back  to  1915 
when  the  institution  opened  as  an  Agri- 
cultural High  School  with  less  than  100 
students.  According  to  the  number  of 
applications  received  thus  far,  and  the 
schedules  actually  completed,  our  en- 
rollment will  be  up  again  this  fall.  We 
anticipate  over  1,700  students. 

We  are  busy  on  both  campuses  with 
construction  projects  that  will  make  Co- 
Lin  a  better  place  for  our  students. 

On  the  Natchez  Campus,  we  are 
71%  complete  with  a  $4.6  million  facil- 
ity. The  furniture  and  cafeteria  equip- 
ment bicis  have  been  received  and  we 
should  be  ready  to  open  that  facility  on 
January  3,  1996  when  second  semester 
gets  under  way. 

On  the  Wesson  Campus,  we  are 
about  3/5  complete  with  a  $450,000 
roofing  contract.  Included  are  new  roofs 
on  the  front  of  the  Oswalt  Library  (Me- 
morial Building),  Smith  Hall  and  Smith 
Annex,  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Center,  Mullen 
Gymnasium  and  the  Anderson  Building. 
The  contractor  estimates  that  he  will 
complete  this  job  on  or  before  the  dead- 
line of  September  8,  1995. 

In  addition  we  are  well  under  way 
with  the  golf  course  contract.  We  antici- 
pate that  the  driving  range  will  be  open 
by  September  1,  1995  and  the  front  nine 
sometime  around  November  1,  1995. 
The  weather  will  have  lots  to  do  with  the 
opening  date  because  of  construction. 

The  driving  range  should  open  to 
the  public  by  September  1,  1995.  This 
opening  date  depends  a  lot  on  the  wa- 
tering system. 

In  addition,  we  are  continuing  with 
plans  to  ask  the  1996  legislature  to  autho- 
rize the  Southwest  Mississippi  Realtors  to 
handle  the  sale  of  the  lots  around  the 
course.  The  legislature  will  have  to  autho- 
rize the  board  to  sell  the  lots  to  the  general 
public  on  some  basis  other  than  by  bid. 
These  arrangements  will  have  to  be  worked 
out  by  the  Realtors.  We  will  certainly 
develop  building  covenants.

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Mandel  gets  literary  Hall  of  Fame  honor 


A  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege graduate  who  made  her  mark  in  the 
field  of  journalism  as  one  of  New  York 
City's  most  influential  writers  is  the  1995 
Literary  Hall  of  Fame  recipient  on  the 
college's  Wesson  campus.  The  induc- 
tion was  at  the  Humanities  Division 
Banquet  on  Monday,  May  1,  on  campus. 

Molly  Carruth  Mandel,  a  Brook- 
haven  native,  becomes  the  thirteenth 
recipient,  given  annually  by  the  college's 
English  Club  to  a  former  student  or 
faculty  member  who  has  made  an  out- 
standing contribution  to  the  literary 
world. 

A  resident  of  Long  Island,  Mandel 
and  her  husband  continue  to  live  there. 

The  daughter  of  Sam  and  Mary 
Carruth  of  Brookhaven,  Mandel  was  city 
editor  for  United  Press  International  for 
three  years.  With  an  office  in  City  Hall, 
she  confesses,  "  I  mostly  listened  to 
Mayor  Ed  Koch  at  his  daily  news  confer- 
ence." While  working  in  the  famous 
"Room  9"  at  City  Hall,  she  joined  the 
Inner  Circle,  a  group  of  past  and  present 
political  reporters  who  annually  pre- 
sents a  charity  song-and-dance  show 
roasting  New  York's  politicos  and  power 
brokers.  She  served  briefly  on  the  club's 
executive  committee  and  over  the  years 
even  sang  a  solo  or  two  during  the 
annual  lampoon. 

She  attended  Brookhaven  High 
School  through  her  junior  year  and  the 
summer  before  what  was  to  have  been 
her  senior  year  she  applied  to  Co-Lin 
and  was  accepted  into  the  freshman 
class.  While  at  Co-Lin  she  was  a  member 
of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the  choir  and  So- 
journers, was  associate  editor  of  the 
Wolf  Tales,  and  she  received  the  jour- 
nalism and  Spanish  awards  her  sopho- 
more year.  She  earned  an  Associate  of 
Arts  degree  from  Co-Lin  in  1972. 

Continuing  her  education  at  Louisi- 
ana State  University  in  journalism,  she 
graduated  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree in  May,  1974.  While  at  LSU  she 
served  as  student  body  president  of  the 
School  of  Journalism. 

Upon  graduation  she  immediately 
went  to  work  for  the  Daily  Leader  in 
Brookhaven,  where  as  she  says,  "cov- 
ered 'mule-footed'  hogs,  giant  rattle- 
snakes, and  industrial  development." 
But  the  tragic  fire  at  Moore's  Rest  Home, 


which  killed  six  residents,  was  her  first  "big" 
story.  Her  reporting  led  to  a  one  and  a  half 
year  stint  at  the  Jackson  Daily  News,  where 
she  covered  the  police,  fire,  and  City  Hall 
beats.  While  covering  City  Hall,  she  donned 
the  hat  briefly  as  assistant  city  editor. 

It  was  her  coverage  of  the  trial  of  a  man 
accused  of  slaying  Daily  News  Arts  editor 
Frank  Hains,  her  neighbor  and  friend,  that 


to  ever  hold  the  title  alone  as  the  head  of 
a  major  news  organization  in  that  city. 

By  1984,  however,  married  life  and 
responsibilities  as  a  step-mother  to  a  teen- 
aged  daughter  necessitated  their  moving 
from  Manhattan  to  Long  Island.  The  pros- 
pect of  long  hours  commuting  to  the  city 
and,  more  importantly,  the  recent  sale  of 
UPI  prompted  her  decision  to  resign.

opened  the  door  for  her  being  hired  by  United 
Press  International's  New  York  Bureau  in  the 
spring  of  1976. 

While  at  UPI  she  worked  as  a  general 
assignment  reporter  for  the  local  desk,  cover- 
ing the  New  York  metropolitan  area  which 
produced  24-hour  reports  for  newspapers, 
television,  and  radio.  "I  interviewed  the  likes 
of  Roy  Rogers  and  countless  other  celebrities, 
followed  the  Son  of  Sam  serial  killings  from 
their  start,  covered  numerous  shocking  local 
murder  trials,  fired  out  bulletins  on  the  slayings 
of  notorious  mobsters,  and  wrote  features  on 
just  getting  by  in  New  York  City,"  she  said. 

In  1983  she  accepted  the  city  editorship 
of  the  local  desk  and  later  was  married,  "to  a 
most  wonderful  man  I  had  met  while  taking 
country-western  dance  lessons  near  my  Green- 
wich Village  apartment,"  she  adds. 

At  the  time  she  accepted  the  job  as  city 
editor,  she  was  told  she  was  the  first  woman 


Since  then  she  has  taken  art  classes, 
remodeled  their  home,  dabbed  in  real 
estate,  played  golf,  enjoyed  skiing,  and 
occasionally  has  worked  as  an  office  tem- 
porary. 

She  and  her  husband  are  hoping  to  sell 
their  real  estate  in  New  York  and  Vermont 
and  relocate  in  central  Florida  where  they 
will  be  closer  to  her  family  in  Mississippi 
and  to  his  daughter,  who  is  now  28  and 
living  near  Miami. 

"I  am  grateful  to  be  recognized  by  my 
alma  mater  in  this  way.  I  have  such  fond 
memories  of  my  time  at  Co-Lin,  and  this 
award  serves  to  warmly  remind  me  of  the 
good  and  caring  people  who  were  so 
instrumental  in  launching  my  writing  ca- 
reer," she  said. 

She  is  the  second  journalist  in  the  Hall 
of  Fame's  history  to  be  chosen  for  this 
prestigious  honor.

GOLF  TOURNEY 
CANCELLED

Sometimes  you  must  take  a  few 
steps  back  in  order  to  make  a  large  leap 
forward.  This  is  the  case  with  the  annual 
Foundation  Golf  Classic  at  Copiah-Lin- 
coln Community  College. 

The  yearly  event,  developed  in  1992, 
has  been  canceled  for  1995  due  to  the 
construction  on  the  college's  golf  course. 
According  to  Burlian  Walker,  the 
Foundation's  executive  director  the  tour- 
nament has  been  a  major  fund-raiser  and 
will  be  missed,  but  the  9-hole  expansion 
will  be  well  worth  the  loss. 

"Having  an  18-hole  course  to  play 
on  in  the  future  will  mean  we  can  double 
our  tournament  size  and  recover  from 
this  year's  loss,"  Walker  went  on  to  say. 

Many  of  the  tournament's  annual 
sponsors  have  been  generous  enough  to 
give  donations  in  lieu  of  the  event.  Other 
means  of  replacing  that  income  is  being 
considered  by  the  Foundation's  board. 

The  expansion  will  make  Co-Lin's 
course  the  only  18-hole  public  golf  course 
between  Jackson  and  New  Orleans.  "It  is 
expected  to  have  a  tremendous  impact 
on  the  entire  area,"  says  Alton  Greenlee, 
course  manager. 

The  golf  course  is  currently  closed 
to  do  the  construction  as  expected.  Play- 
ers are  asked  to  check  with  course  offi- 
cials as  to  the  date  of  reopening.

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Natchez  campus  construction  continues

Work  continues  on  the  60,000 
square-foot  academic  building  in  Natchez 
with  an  occupancy  date  scheduled  for 
January  1996.  The  building,  which  will 
house  the  academic  classrooms  and  labo- 
ratories, administrative  offices,  library, 
learning  center,  cafeteria,  and  student 
support  services,  is  approximately  70 
percent  complete  as  of  July  1,  1995.  It 
should  accommodate  approximately 
1200-1400  students. 

The  monumental  task  of  moving 
files,  computers,  supplies,  furniture,  and 
the  library  from  the  current  Washington 
site  will  probably  take  place  in  Decem- 
ber. 

The  academic  building  is  being  con- 
structed adjacent  to  the  Co-Lin  Natchez 
vocational-technical  facility  off  Beltline 
Road.  It  is  across  the  street  from  the 
Natchez  campus  of  Alcorn  State  Univer- 
sity, who  is  also  planning  a  new  building 
program.  With  the  new  construction 
projects,  the  Natchez-Adams  County  area 
will  enjoy  a  higher  education  complex, 
which  will  accommodate  those  seeking 
post-secondary  educational  training  to 
receive  both  an  associate  and  baccalau- 
reate degree  without  having  to  travel 
long  distances.  This  undertaking  is  the 
result  of  years  of  long-range  planning 
and  diligent  efforts  on  the  part  of  many 
in  the  area. 

A  new  road  was  also  built  around 
Co-Lin's  new  building,  which  has  been 
named  Co-Lin  Circle.

Today  we  also  pay  respects  to  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  Jodie  Kyzar  Greer 
George. 

Mrs.  Jodie  Kyzar  Greer  George  was 
a  big  supporter  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  wherever  she  went. 

A  retired  educator  who  had  spent 
years  in  the  classroom  and  then  as  a 
long-time  guidance  counselor,  she  un- 
derstood the  importance  of  education. 
Often  a  check  would  be  in  the  mail  to 
help  cover  part  of  the  cost  of  the  educa- 
tion at  Co-Lin  of  a  great  niece  or  great 
nephew  or  someone  else. 

She  became  very  active  in  alumni 
affairs  at  Co-Lin  several  years  ago.  Mrs. 
Jodie  was  Co-Lin's  Alumnus  of  the  Year 
in  1988. 

She  established  the  Jesse  Horace 
Greer  and  Jodie  Greer  Library  Fund  in 
1987  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  one 
of  today's  55  remembered  fallen  sol- 
diers, who  was  killed  during  WWII. 

Mrs.  Jodie  was  instrumental  in  set- 
ting up  the  very  first  Memorial  Day 
Services  in  1988  and  she  became  the 
backbone  of  each  ceremony,  establish- 
ing a  fund  to  provide  flowers  for  the 
services  annually. 

She,  along  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Nina 
K.  Wallace  of  Jayess,  had  begun  the  Dr. 
Rex  Pearce  Memorial  Scholarship. 

And  more  recently  in  1993  she  es- 


tablished the  Jodie  Kyzar  Greer  George 
scholarship  in  June  1993  to  go  annually 
to  a  deserving  student  from  either  Lin- 
coln or  Lawrence  Counties. 

Mrs.  Jodie  was  a  member  of  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, the  Alumni  Association's  Board 
of  Directors  and  was  the  immediate  past 
president  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association. 

At  homecoming  last  October  she  was 
one  of  15  initial  inductees  into  the 
Foundation's  Hall  of  Fame. 

Mrs.  Jodie  gave  freely  of  her  money 
and  time  but  it  was  never  for  recognition  or 
glory.  She  gave  it  to  help  someone  else. 

She  was  that  kind  of  lady.  She  was 
one  of  the  most  thoughtful  persons  I've 
ever  known.

Often  she  phoned  and  on  the  morn- 
ing of  April  25,  one  day  before  her  death, 
she  called  and  we  must  have  talked  a 
good  20  minutes,  making  plans  for  today's 
ceremonies,  among  other  things. 

Her  interest  in  the  alumni  asso- 
ciation's project  of  the  proposed  building 
a  chapel  on  campus  was  near  her  heart. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  chapel  plan- 
ning committee  and  attended  the  meet- 
ings to  show  her  support,  encourage- 
ment, enthusiasm  and  suggestions. 

She  and  I  had  a  mutual  admiration 
for  each  other.  She  was  an  adviser,  a 
friend,  a  leader.

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Be  a  strategic  learner— Set  high 
expectations  for  yourself!

I  recently  read  an  article  in  "In- 
novation Abstracts"  entitled  "Innate 
Ability  Versus  Acquired  Ability:  A 
Student  Dilemma",  by  Claire  Weinstein 
&  Duane  Shell,  professors  of  Educa- 
tional Psychology.  I  feel  it  appropri- 
ate to  pass  along  some  of  the  ideas 
and  concepts  of  this  article  to  readers 
who  probably  did  not  read  the  article. 

The  article  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  students'  beliefs  about 
whether  they  could  learn.  It  is  no 
surprise  that  students  with  a  "high 
self-efficiency",  or  a  strong  belief  that 
they  can  reach  learning  and  perfor- 
mance goals,  show  greater  effort  and 
persistence  on  academic  tasks  needed 
to  reach  these  goals,  especially  if 
those  tasks  are  more  difficult.  Con- 
versely, those  students  with  a  "low 

self  efficiency"  evidence  a  lower  persistence  toward  the 
learning  situation.  They  many  times  believe  their  abilities  are 
"fixed"  and  may  take  the  attitude  that  "I  cannot  do  this  type  of 
task;  I'm  just  not  good  at  it!"  This  belief  can  have  a  very 
powerful  negative  effect  on  those  students,  and  even  those 
people  around  them. 

The  authors  suggest  in  their  article  that  students  should 
become  "strategic  learners"  to  be  successful  in  the  college  setting. 
Strategic  learners  are  those  who  take  responsibility  for  their  own 
learning.  They  set  realistic,  yet  challenging  goals  for  themselves. 
These  learners  use  what  they  know  about  themselves  as  learners 
to  help  them  select  effective  ways  to  study  and  learn  new 
information  and  skills.  After  they  have  established  their  realistic 
goals,  they  set  up  a  plan  of  action  to  accomplish  those  goals.  In 
most  cases  that  plan  of  action  will  involve  some  very  basic  things, 
such  as  attending  classes,  reading  and  studying  outside  the 
classroom  for  a  specified  period  of  uninterrupted  time,  and  maybe 
spending  time  in  the  Library  and  Learning  Center.  This  type  plan 
of  action  can  work  quite  well  for  students,  but  there  is  another

element  in  any  successful  plan.  The 
other  element  is  the  desire  to  learn. 
Students  must  want  to  learn.  Effective 
learning  requires  the  will  to  learn,  as 
well  as  the  skills  necessary  to  process 
new  information.  Students'  beliefs,  as 
well  as  their  work  ethic,  are  an  important 
part  of  their  becoming  strategic  learners. 
Whether  a  student  believes  he/she  has  a 
great  amount  of  ability  or  limited  ability, 
he  or  she  controls  the  "will  to  learn" 
element  in  his  or  her  life.  No  one  can 
take  that  away! 

Let  me  encourage  each  of  our  entering 
freshmen,  and  other  students  as  well, 
to  have  the  "will  to  learn."  Set  some 
realistic  goals.  Set  your  expectations 
at  a  realistic,  yet  high,  level  and  work 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  those 
important  goals  you  have  set  for  your- 
self. Remember,  you  and  only  you  are 
in  charge  of  that  part  of  your  life.

Our  heavy  equipment  program  will 
put  the  finishing  touches  to  this  area 
after  school  gets  under  way.  Current 
plans  cail  for  at  least  two  Softball  fields 
and  a  soccer  field. 

Plans  for  renovation  of  Mullen  Gym- 
nasium are  complete  and  bids  for  this 
project  will  be  accepted  January  1996. 
Mr.  Steve  Cox  of  McComb  is  the  architect 
for  this  project.  This  project  will  include 
a  complete  renovation  which  will  add  air 
conditioning,  reworking  of  the  bleach- 
ers and  gym  floor,  renovation  of  the 
dressing  rooms  and  coaches'  offices.  We 
will  also  rework  the  front  and  rear  en- 
trances into  the  building.  The  renovation 
budget  is  $725,000  and  the  completion 
date  will  be  September  15,  1996. 

The  board  of  trustees  will  consider 
an  architect  to  start  drawing  plans  of  the 
renovation  of  Smith  Hall.  This  renova- 
tion will  take  place  in  the  summer  of 
1996  provided  everything  can  be  worked 
out  with  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds. 

Smith  Hall  received  a  new  roof  this 
summer  and  our  plans  are  to  improve 
the  interior  of  the  facility.  The  tile  wall 
on  the  outside  of  the  facility  will  be 
removed  and  replaced  with  a  rail  similar 
to  the  rail  on  each  corner.  The  exterior  of 
the  building  will  be  painted  and  new 
lights  added.  The  interior  will  also  be 
painted,  new  floor  covering  (carpet)  laid 
and  lights  and  some  furnishings  added. 
We  will  also  consider  wiring  for  audio 
and  video. 

As  soon  as  school  is  open  and  we 
have  the  architect  approved,  he  will 
meet  with  Dr.  Garner  and  the  Division 
Chairpersons  to  get  their  ideas  on  the 
needed  changes.  Our  Division  Chairper- 
sons will  ask  for  their  employees'  input. 

This  renovation  will  require  us  to 
relocate  summer  school  classes  in  1996. 
The  contract  when  started  will  be  com- 
pleted by  August  19,1996. 

In  1997  we  plan  to  renovate  Ewing 
Fine  Arts  Building  and  complete  Phase 
III  of  the  Fortenberry  Building.  The  Fine 
Arts  Building  will  probably  receive  an- 
other wing  to  add  an  Art  Studio  and 
space  for  Ceramics. 

The  Phase  III  of  F.M.  Fortenberry 
Building  will  include  renovation  of  the 
areas  that  house  Electronics  and  the 
Drafting  and  Design  class. 

We  are  looking  at  future  plans  to 


add  a  Fine  Arts  Center  with  an  audito- 
rium at  the  Natchez  Campus.  We  will 
also  construct  a  maintenance  facility  for 
storage  and  transportation. 

Long  range  plans  for  both  campuses 
will  include  Physical  Fitness  Center  and 
more  recreational  facilities  like  addi- 
tional tennis  courts  and  playing  fields  of 
all  types.  These  facilities  will  be  used  by 
students,  faculty,  and  the  general  public. 

Most  of  the  funds  for  these  projects 
will  come  from  the  State  of  Mississippi. 
We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  the  Mississippi  State  Legisla- 
ture. I  encourage  you  to  let  them  know 
that  you  appreciate  the  salary  increases 
and  construction  funds. 

GOLF  COURSE 

The  long  awaited  expansion  of  the 
Co-Lin  golf  course  is  under  way.  Unfor- 
tunately, it  means  that  those  who  want  to 
play  golf  will  have  to  do  so  elsewhere  for 
the  next  two  to  three  months  because 
the  course  had  to  be  closed  to  make  the 
changes  as  drawn  by  the  architect.  You 
can,  however,  visit  the  campus  to  have  a 
look  at  the  work  that  is  in  progress.  We 
think  you  will  be  pleased  with  what  you 
see. 

During  the  last  three  weeks,  I  have 
visited  the  golf  course  construction  on  a 
daily  basis  to  see  the  change  that  con- 
tractor Joe  Brigance  and  his  subcontrac- 
tor are  making.  Mr.  Brigance,  who  has 
been  in  the  golf  course  business  for  a 
number  of  years,  is  using  his  background 
and  experience  to  make  the  Co-Lin  course 
a  very  fine  one. 

Mr.  Kevin  Tucker,  architect  for  the 
project,  has  done  a  superb  job  in  laying 
out  the  course.  I  think  a  visit  to  see  it  will 
surprise  you.  People  everywhere  appear 
to  be  excited  about  what  they  see  devel- 
oping on  the  backside  of  the  campus. 

In  the  last  few  days,  we  have  re- 
ceived many  requests  about  the  housing 
project.  We  are  still  planning  to  have  the 
lots  available  to  the  public  sometime 
after  March,  1996.  The  college  has  the 
authority  to  sell  the  lots  at  the  present 
time,  but  we  must  advertise  each  lot 
separately.  In  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature  we  'will  ask  the  legislature  to 
authorize  our  board  to  sell  the  lots 
through  the  Southwest  Mississippi  Real- 
tors Association.  Please  take  time  to 
advise  your  Senator  or  Representative  of 
this  legislation  when  he  or  she  is  elected. 

As  soon  as  the  golf  course  is  up  and 
running,  we  will  hire  an  engineering 
firm  to  come  in  and  lay  out  the  lots  for  us. 


We  will  also  lay  out  the  streets  and  rough 
them  in  with  college  owned  equipment. 
When  that  is  done  the  public  will  be 
allowed  to  come  in  and  look  at  the  lots. 
The  college  will  not  be  involved  in 
selling  the  lots. 

If  you  are  interested  in  a  lot  on  the 
golf  course,  please  send  us  your  name, 
address,  and  telephone  number  to 
Marilyn  Brown  at  PO  Box  457  Wesson, 
MS  39191.  We  will  add  this  information 
to  a  list  and  will  contact  you  when  we  are 
ready  to  sell  the  lots. 

To  give  you  an  idea  about  the  golf 
course  layout,  the  first  two  holes  will  be 
the  same,  with  new  tees  and  greens.  The 
fairways  will  be  more  restricted  and  a 
little  longer.  Holes  three  to  nine  will  be 
new  and  located  on  the  north  side  of  the 
clubhouse.  All  fairways,  tees,  and  greens 
have  been  roughed  in  by  the  contractor. 
In  dry  weather  you  can  drive  the  course; 
however,  we  recommend  that  you  con- 
tact Mr.  Alton  Greenlee  for  permission 
before  taking  off  on  a  tour  of  the  course. 

The  back  nine  holes  start  just  east  of 
the  current  clubhouse  and  lie  to  the 
south  and  east  of  the  club  house.  Holes 
10,  11,  13,  and  14  all  have  water  hazards 
and  will  require  some  practice  to  play. 

The  golf  course  will  have  four  lakes 
that  have  been  designed  by  Mr.  Tucker. 
The  lakes  will  challenge  each  golfer, 
while  at  the  same  time  provide  a  beauti- 
ful scene  for  you  to  enjoy  as  you  play 
golf.  Greens  13  and  14  will  be  sur- 
rounded by  water  on  three  sides  and  will 
require  accurate  shots. 

The  watering  system  will  cover  the 
fairways,  tees,  and  greens  with  a  sprin- 
kler system.  The  water  will  be  obtained 
from  the  big  lake  located  in  the  area  that 
was  formally  green  number  four.  A  new 
water  well  will  supply  water  for  this 
lake. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  driving  range 
will  open  by  September  1,  1995,  and  that 
the  front  nine  holes  could  open  by  No- 
vember 1,  1995.  This  all  depends  on  how 
soon  the  watering  system  can  be  in- 
stalled and  the  greens  and  tees  com- 
pleted. 

We  will  temporarily  use  a  double 
wide  trailer  for  a  clubhouse.  This  trailer 
will  be  located  between  the  parking  lot 
and  the  present  clubhouse  and  will  con- 
tain a  grill,  club  store,  registration  desk, 
offices  and  rest  room  facilities. 

We  appreciate  your  interest  and  in- 
vite you  to  come  see  the  course  as  it 
develops. 
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Thames  makes  German  study  tour

I  have  made  two  trips  to  Germany  to 
look  at  the  Dual  System  used  to  educate  at 
least  one  third  of  the  German  students. 
Both  trips  were  funded  by  the  German 
Marshall  Funds  and  made  possible  by  the 
Mississippi  Community  College  Founda- 
tion. 

My  first  trip  was  in  December,  1992, 
and  accompanying  me  were  Dr.  Bill  Skaggs, 
President  of  Meridian  Community  College, 
and  Mr.  George  Wynne,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Mississippi  Community  College  Foun- 
dation. Also  traveling  with  us  were  eleven 
educators  from  New  York,  Michigan,  Min- 
nesota, Illinois,  and  Indiana.  Our  trip  origi- 
nated in  Chicago  with  a  nonstop  flight  to 
Frankfurt,  Germany.  From  Frankfurt  to  Co- 
logne, we  traveled  by  train  along  the  Rhine 
River. 

I  left  for  Germany  on  Saturday,  May  27, 
1995,  for  a  second  tour  and  the  entire  group 
was  from  Mississippi.  It  consisted  of  four 
community  college  presidents:  Dr.  Vivian 
Presley  of  Coahoma,  Dr.  Bobby  Garvin  of 
Mississippi  Delta,  Dr.  Tommy  Davis  of  East 
Mississippi,  and  myself.  Also  on  the  trip  was 
Cal  Adams  from  WAPT  TV- 16,  Bert  Case 
from  WLBT  TV-3,  George  Wynne,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Mississippi  Community 
College  Foundation,  Mr.  George  "Walker  of 
Delta  Wire  at  Clarksdale,  and  Mr.  Jere  Hess 
of  Peavey  Electronics  in  Meridian.  Repre- 
sentative Glen  Endris  from  Biloxi  and  Sena- 
tor Ezelle  Lee  from  Picayune  rounded  out 
the  group.  This  second  trip  originated  in 
Atlanta  with  a  nonstop  flight  to  Frankfurt, 
Germany,  and  continuing  on  by  air  to 
Cologne. 

Cologne  is  a  city  of  approximately  one 
million  people  located  in  the  North  Rhine 
Federal  State.  During  World  War  II,  85%  of 
the  City  of  Cologne  was  destroyed  by  their 
Allies.  Since  then  it  has  been  rebuilt  and  is 
virtually  a  new  city,  but  one  still  can  see 
some  of  its  scars  of  the  war. 

The  people  of  Germany  are  very 
friendly  and  appear  to  take  life  serious, 
particularly  when  looking  at  their  future. 
We  observed  a  group  of  people  who  have 
to  import  almost  all  of  their  raw  materials  to 
produce  a  product  sold  on  the  World  Mar- 
kets. Consequently,  the  Germans  must  have 
a  well-trained  workforce.  We  went  to  ob- 
serve how  they  train  this  workforce. 

Germany  is  the  second  largest  country 
in  Europe,  behind  Russia.  Over  80  million 


people  live  in  this  country  that  is  876  km 
from  north  to  south  (543  miles)  and  640 
km  from  west  to  east  (397  miles).  Many  of 
our  states  are  bigger  than  the  entire  coun- 
try of  Germany.  They  must  utilize  their 
space  in  a  very  efficient  manner. 

Your  first  indication  of  their  space 
problem  is  noticed  when  you  check  into 
your  hotel.  The  rooms  are  usually  no 
bigger  than  8x12;  however,  they  are  very 
clean  and  well  arranged. 

Your  next  indication  of  their  space 
problem  is  in  their  means  of  travel.  The 
Germans  mostly  use  trains.  They  are  com- 
fortable, fast,  and  on  time.  You  see  many 
bicycles  and  small  cars  such  as  Mercedes, 
Volkswagons  and  believe  it  or  not,  Fords. 

Their  education  system  dates  back  to 
the  11th  and  12th  century  but  has  been 
improved  through  the  years.  Today  a  Ger- 
man youngster  starts  to  school  in  kinder- 
garten; however,  it  is  not  required  for 
entrance  into  the  German  education  sys- 
tem. Approximately  85%  of  the  students 
do  attend  kindergarten,  which  is  not  paid 
for  by  the  state  or  federal  government.  The 
expense  of  kindergarten  is  paid  for  by  the 
parents  and  sometimes  by  the  employers 
of  the  parents.  After  kindergarten  the 
youngster  starts  his  education  at  the  age  of 
six.  He  faces  compulsory  education  until 
he  reaches  18.  This  is  true  regardless  of  the 
track  he  or  she  chooses  in  school. 

The  first  four  years  of  a  young 
German's  education  is  the  same  for  all 
students.  It  is  called  "primary  school."  In 
most  cases  it  is  ungraded  during  the  first 
two  years.  The  students  are  assessed  dur- 
ing these  four  years  and  at  the  age  of  10  are 
assigned  to  either  an  elementary,  second- 
ary, or  grammar  school. 

Students  in  the  elementary  school  will 
follow  a  vocational  track  that  ultimately 
leads  to  a  three-year  apprenticeship  in  a 
business  or  industry.  These  are  the  stu- 
dents that  we  were  i  n  Germany  to  observe . 

The  students  who  attend  the  second- 
ary schools  usually  are  assigned  a  techni- 
cal or  business  program.  They  will  also 
have  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  an  ap- 
prentice in  a  business  such  as  a  bank, 
hospital,  or  a  large  business  where  they 
study  a  particular  skill  or  trade. 

The  students  who  are  assigned  to  the 
grammar  school,  will  follow  the  college 
track.  This  will  lead  them  to  the  university. 

The  German  Education  System  is  de- 
signed so  that  one-third  of  the  students 


will  enter  each  of  these  three  groups  each 
year.  The  problem  that  they  are  facing 
today  is  that  more  and  more  of  the  young- 
sters want  to  attend  college  and  there  is  not 
enough  room  for  them. 

"When  young  Germans  enter  the  el- 
ementary, secondary,  and  grammar  schools, 
they  are  approximately  10  years  of  age. 
They  may  be  11  or  12  years  of  age  in  the 
grammar  school  area.  At  this  point  the 
child's  parents  and  school  personnel  will 
meet  to  evaluate  the  assignment  of  each 
child.  The  parent  has  a  right  to  reject  the 
decision  of  the  school  and  send  his/her 
child  on  to  another  course.  The  experience 
of  the  school  system  has  proven  this  to  be 
a  mistake.  In  most  cases  that  child  will  have 
to  return  to  his  or  her  original  assigned  area 
and  start  over.  Consequently,  you  see  very 
little  change  taking  place  in  the  assignment 
process. 

We  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to 
meet  with  parents  to  discuss  their  feelings 
on  the  way  their  children  are  assigned.  I  do 
not  feel  that  a  youngster  who  is  only  10 
years  old  is  ready  to  make  a  lifelong 
decision  as  they  do  in  Germany. 

The  student  who  follows  the  college 
route  must  earn  the  "Arbitur"  degree  to 
enter  college.  Failure  to  earn  this  degree 
requires  this  student  to  enter  the  vocational 
or  technical  areas.  Many  who  earn  the 
arbitur  degree  will  enter  the  vocational  or 
technical  area  anyway. 

As  we  interviewed  students  in  as  many 
areas  as  possible,  we  found  that  students  at 
all  levels  were  getting  courses  in  math, 
science,  and  foreign  languages.  We  found 
that  a  number  of  students  in  the  technical 
areas  spoke  German,  English,  French,  and 
Spanish.  In  addition,  many  of  them  had 
almost  as  much  mathematics  as  our  gradu- 
ates who  have  a  Bachelor's  Degree  in  Math. 

Referring  back  to  the  elementary  school 
student,  he  or  she  may  be  15  years  of  age 
when  elementary  school  is  completed.  At 
this  point  they  are  free  to  seek  out  an 
apprenticeship  with  a  company.  When 
they  find  a  company  who  will  employ 
them,  they  will  sign  a  contract.  During  the 
next  three  years,  they  will  work  under  a 
master  craftsperson  who  supervises  their 
work  and  test  them  all  along  the  way.  They 
are  paid  a  salary  with  fringe  benefits  such 
as  our  social  security  and  insurance.  These 
benefits  are  set  nationwide  by  special  groups

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Tricia  Walker  making  Nashville  news 


Patricia  Walker,  Class  of  1972,  is 
known  in  the  music  world  as  Tricia 
Walker. 

"I  have  been  living  in  Nashville  since 
1980,  making  my  living  in  the  music 
business  primarily  as  a  singer/songwriter 
and  back-up  musician,  and  now  co-own 
a  small  publishing/production  company 
called  Crossfield  Music,"  she  said. 

Roots  run  deep  for  Tricia  Walker. 
The  Fayette  native  delivers  a  unique 
style  derived  from  the  musical  heritage 
below  the  Mason-Dixon  line.  Her  style  is 
noticeably  influenced  by  Memphis  R  & 
B,  Texas  swing,  New  Orleans  jazz,  black 
gospel,  and  country  rock,  with  lyrics  that 
reflect  a  sense  of  place  akin  to  her  literary 
heroes  William  Faulkner,  Eudora  Welty, 
and  Tennessee  Williams. 

Born  in  Jackson  on  St.  Patrick's  Day, 


of  it.  "I'd  listen  to  WLAC  in  Nashville,  and 
WDIA  in  Memphis  late  at  night  when  my 
parents  were  asleep,"  she  says.  "Next 
day,  Fd  try  to  copy  those  licks  on  my  blue 
Fender  guitar."  At  thirteen,  Tricia  formed 
her  first  band,  The  Mishaps,  a  clean-cut 
combo  whose  biggest  claim  to  fame  was 
opening  for  the  Cowsills  in  Dallas. 

After  studying  piano  throughout 
school,  she  attended  Co-Lin  and  Delta 
State  University  as  a  music  education 
major. 

After  graduation,  Tricia  earned  a 
master's  degree  in  music  and  was 
performing  in  clubs  across  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana  when  she  tried  her 
hand  at  songwriting  and  won  honors 
at  both  the  Mississippi  and  American 
Song  Festivals  in  1979.  By  1980  she

Tricia  was  raised  in  an  antebellum  home 
that  her  parents  had  restored  from  decay. 
Descended  not  from  Old  South  gentiy, 
but  from  a  line  of  farmers  and  railroad- 
ers, Tricia's  family  was  hard-working  and 
politically  active.  The  environment  ol 
small-town  Mississippi  during  the  civil 
rights  movement  of  the  60's  would  leave 
a  lifelong  impression  on  Tricia  as  a 
writer. 

Growing  up  in  Mississippi  meant 
exposure  to  rhythm  and  blues,  and  the 
fledgling  musician  couldn't  get  enough 


made  the  inevitable  move  to  Nashville 
and  in  1982  was  signed  as  staff  writer 
for  the  publishing  branch  of  Word, 
Inc.  gospel's  largest  music  company. 
With  cuts  on  Grammy-nominated  re- 
cordings by  Debby  Boone,  The  Impe- 
rials, and  Kathy  Troccoli,  combined 
with  frequent  performances  at  Nash- 
ville clubs,  Tricia  caught  the  attention 
of  country  producer  and  publisher 
Jerry  Kennedy. 

As  part  of  his  Polygram  stable  of 
writers,  Tricia  had  songs  recorded  by  Mel 


McDaniel,  Moe  Bandy,  Karen  Staley,  Patty 
Loveless,  and  others.  She  gained  na- 
tional recognition  for  "Halfway  Around 
the  World",  a  song  written  in  tribute  to 
the  Chinese  students  in  Beijing  and,  at 
the  invitation  of  student  groups,  Tricia 
performed  the  song  at  rallies  in  Los 
Angeles  and  Washington,  D.C. 


Tricia  Walker  is  one  of  five 
native  Mississippians  who  will 
perform  in  the  "Mississippi 
Readin  '&  Writin '  Tour"  in  Jack- 
son, Hattiesburg,  and  Summit, 
August  25-27. 

Tricia's  musicianship  also  landed  her 
a  place  with  the  "Sweetheart  of  the  Grand 
Ole  Opry",  Connie  Smith.  For  six  years, 
Opiy  listeners  were  apt  to  hear  Roy  Acuff 
introduce  Tricia  as  "a  talented  young 
lady  in  her  own  right".  Tricia  recently 
completed  a  stint  as  a  keyboard  player 
and  vocalist  with  RCA  artist  Paul 
Overstreet,  and  she  continues  to  perform 
regularly  at  the  Bluebird  Cafe,  one  of 
Nashville's  most  popular  clubs,  which 
has  a  reputation  as  a  showcase  for  new 
and  established  talent.  She's  one  fourth 
of  the  original  "Women  in  the  Round", 
one  of  the  club's  top  acts  which  teams 
Tricia  with  fellow  artist/writers  Karen 
Staley,  Pam  Tillis,  and  Ashley  Cleveland. 
It's  a  musically  satisfying,  often  hilarious 
evening  that  never  fails  to  pack  the 
house.  Tricia  was  one  of  six  New  Folk 
winners  at  the  1992  Kerrville  Folk  Festi- 
val, a  featured  performer  at  Nashville's 
1993  Tin  Pan  South  songwriting  festival, 
and  showcased  at  the  1993  South  by 
Southwest  Music  Festival  in  Austin. 

"Where  I   came  from,   and  who  I 
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came  from,  and  what  was  around  me 
in  the  place  where  I  came  from,  has 
affected  me  greatly.  I  really  don't 
think  I  left  small  town  Mississippi 
saying,  'Oh,  I've  got  to  get  out  of  here' 
I've  known  friends  that  have  said 
that,"  she  explains.  "The  things  that 
mean  the  most  to  me — that  really  run 
deepest  for  me  -  seem  to  be  things 
that  were  originated  either  in  the 
South,  or  in  Mississippi  in  particular. 
Or  just  the  relationships,  the  relation- 
ships with  other  races  down  there 
that  are  almost  symbiotic. 

Songs  such  as  the  gospel-like 
"Down  in  Capetown"  bridge  Walker's 
familiar  Southern  roots  to  the  wider 
world.  "The  issue  of  race  is  a  big  deal 
with  me,  coming  from  small  town 
Mississippi  in  the  sixties.  If  affected 
me  greatly  and  continues  to.  So  when 
I  look  around  the  world  and  see  all 
this  going  on  in  South  Africa  still,  it 
amazes  me.  And  I'm  trying  to  find 
some  place  of  hope  in  that." 

Notebooks  full  of  saved  ideas  are 
the  main  tools  Tricia  uses  for  writing. 
She  tries  to  keep  to  a  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  schedule  of  writing,  but 
allows  flashes  of  inspiration  to  pull 
her  from  her  day-to-day  responsibili- 
ties on  occasion.  She  has  also  found 
the  lack  of  distraction  during  late 
evening  hours  to  provide  fruitful  space 
and  time  in  which  to  create. 

The  move  to  Nashville  has — as  it 
has  for  many  songwriters — afforded 
Tricia  many  opportunities.  Some  were 
slow  in  coming.  "I  did  like  all  the 
magazines  had  said  up  'til  that  point: 
I  called  and  made  appointments  and 
went  in  to  see  a  couple  of  publishers., 
had  my  briefcase  full  of  songs.  And  I 
have  found — and  try  to  give  some  of 


this  back— that  the  people  in  Nashville 
that  I  came  to  play  songs  for  were  at 
least  kind.  They  were  very  blunt,  they 
would  tell  me  what  they  did  and  didn't 
like  about  my  songs  and  what  they  truly 
thought  about  them.  But  there  was  al- 
ways a  least  enough  of  a  touch  of 
kindness  and  a  little  part  of  encourage- 
ment saying,  'Go  keep  doing  it,  and  do 
it  better.'" 

It  took  about  nine  months  of  mak- 
ing appointments  and  meeting  with  kind 


but  blunt  publishers  before  her  first 
real  door  opened.  She  landed  a  job  as 
a  staff  writer  with  Word  Music. 

Today  whether  she  is  performing 
at  a  large  festival  or  soloing  some- 
place, Tricia  Walker  remembers  her 
Mississippi  roots  and  her  days  as  a  Co- 
Lin  Sojourner.  "It's  hard  to  believe  how 
many  years  have  gone  by  since  I  was 
there  and  yet  the  memories  remain 
strong  and  sweet  ...  Those  were  two  of 
the  best  years  of  my  life,"  she  said.

Corporation's  corporate  headquarters 
in  Arlington,  Virginia.  MCI  channels 
these  donations  through  its  MCI  Aca- 
demic Support  Program  and  Commu- 
nity Relations  Program. 

The  telecommunications  giant  has 
a  nation-wide  in-kind  program  which 
offers  office  furniture  and  equipment 
along  with  computer  equipment,  fax 
machines,  and  other  useful  items.  As 
they  purchase  new  items,  they  simply 
donate  the  used  items  to  nonprofit 
organizations  throughout  the  country. 

Items  received  in  July  included 
desks,  file  cabinets,  chairs,  book 
shelves,  work  tables,  and  storage  units. 
The  Co-Lin  Foundation  remains  on 
the  waiting  list  for  other  items  of  this 
type.  Another  area  benefactor  of  furni- 
ture this  month  was  Brookhaven  Pub- 
lic Schools. 

"We  ask  that  businesses  and  cor- 
porations in  our  district  remember  these 
in-kind  contributions  as  they  consider 
gifts  to  Co-Lin  as  well  as  other  area 


non-profit  organizations,"  says  Burlian 
Walker,  executive  director  of  founda- 
tion, alumni  affairs,  and  public  rela- 
tions.

Campaign  to  begin 

The  proposed  chapel  project,  spon- 
sored by  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association,  is  kicking  off  its  fund-rais- 
ing campaign.

"We  think  that  so  many,  many  alumni 
will  want  to  contribute  in  some  way  to- 
ward the  chapel  fund  and/or  construction.

An  interesting  observation  of  the  Ger- 
man Education  System  is  that  the  govern- 
ment pays  for  very  little  of  the  cost  of 
education  after  a  youngster  reaches  15 
years  of  age.  However,  this  is  not  true  for 
those  students  who  enter  college.  College 
is  free  for  those  students  who  qualify  and 
who  are  eventually  accepted.  For  the  stu- 
dent who  signs  an  apprenticeship  contract, 
the  company  that  employs  them  pays  the 
entire  expense.  This  apprentice  will  usu- 
ally work  three  or  four  days  a  week  and  will 
attend  classes  the  remaining  days.  Such 
classes  may  be  conducted  in  the  plant  or 
factory,  if  they  have  the  necessary  ap- 
proved faculty  and  facilities.  Otherwise, 
they  will  return  to  a  vocational  school 
operated  by  the  state. 

At  the  conclusion  of  three  years  of 
education,  students  must  write  a  compre- 
hensive examination  and  present  a  special 
project.  If  they  pass  all  requirements,  they 
are  issued  a  craftsman  license  and  are 
eligible  to  look  for  a  job.  Most  students  at 
this  stage  will  work  for  the  employers  who 
have  trained  them;  however,  they  are  not 
obligated  to  accept  employment  with  this 
company  nor  is  the  company  obligated  to 
employ  them. 

During  our  visit,  we  noticed  quite  a 
few  students  who  had  qualified  for  college 
admission  in  the  special  apprenticeship 
programs.  When  asked  why  they  were 
there,  most  of  them  replied  that  a  college 
degree  does  not  guarantee  employment. 
Therefore,  before  they  go  to  college,  they 
plan  to  obtain  a  skill.  Many  of  these  bright 
young  people  are  24  years  of  age  and  will 
be  over  30  years  of  age  when  they  graduate 
from  college. 

A  startling  observation  is  that  the  tax 
that  the  average  German  employee  pays  is 
sometimes  as  high  as  51%.  The  government 
even  collects  a  church  tax  sent  to  the 


church  that  the  worker  attends.  They  are 
paying  a  verification  tax  to  help  the  East 
German  States  that  Russia  controlled  after 
World  War  II  become  unified  with  the  rest 
of  Germany. 

In  Germany,  teachers  are  usually  a 
federal  employee.  They  are  well-trained 
and  well  paid.  Because  they  are  employed 
by  the  federal  government,  the  teachers  are 
civil  servants  and  have  their  job  for  life 
provided  they  keep  up  with  education 
requirements.  Some  teachers  are  employed 
by  the  states  or  "lauders"  as  they  are  called 
in  Germany.  They  are  also  required  to  meet 
very  high  standards. 

The  average  teacher's  salary  in  Ger- 
many is  1  1/2  to  2  times  that  of  an  average 
German  worker.  The  teachers  are  well 
trained  and  highly  respected. 

I  found  the  length  of  the  school  day  to 
be  interesting.  Most  primary  students  that 
we  observed  were  out  of  school  by  12:30 
or  1  p.m.  All  activities  such  as  clubs, 
athletics  or  other  activities,  take  place  out- 
side the  school  or  the  school's  supervision. 

Another  startling  fact  that  you  recog- 
nize when  you  visit  Germany  is  that  there 
are  around  6  1/2  million  foreigners  there. 
Their  parents  came  to  Germany  to  work 
and  never  went  home.  They  are  not  citi- 
zens of  Germany  nor  will  they  ever  be  able 
to  become  German  citizens.  They  are  really 
people  without  a  country.  You  can  spot 
these  students  in  the  schools  as  you  visit. 

In  1992,  we  visited  in  the  lower  el- 
ementary schools  and  found  the  young 
people  very  receptive  to  Americans.  Most 
of  them  would  like  to  come  to  the  United 
States  some  day  to  live. 

The  main  source  of  news  for  us  in 
Germany  was  CCN  International  on  TV. 
Through  the  news,  we  observed  some  of 
the  problems  that  the  German  Government 
is  having  with  radical  groups.  Some  of 
these  young  people  are  seen  as  you  go 
from  school  to  school. 

My  personal  feeling  is  that  the  German 
education  system  is  good  for  Germany. 
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American  students  and  their  parents  would 
not  tolerate  a  system  like  that  in  our  coun- 
try. I  do  feel  that  the  work  experience 
aspect  of  the  German  system  can  be  used 
in  the  United  States.  You  will  see  more  and 
more  of  the  work  experience  introduced 
into  our  schools  in  the  future. 

In  the  future,  I  feel  that  we  will  depend 
on  business  and  industry  to  furnish  some  of 
the  hands-on  work  on  their  equipment. 
Our  schools  will  not  be  able  to  afford  the 
equipment  and  cost  to  keep  it  updated. 

I  enjoyed  both  trips,  but  I  am  pleased 
to  live  and  work  in  Mississippi. 

CUPIT  TEACHES 
OVERSEAS 


For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  Michael 
Cupit,  a  native  of  Lincoln  County,  Class  of 
1975,  has  taught  law  school  for  Tulane 
University  in  Rhodes,  Greece.  The  pro- 
gram which  is  limited  to  admiralty  or 
maritime  law,  lasted  for  six  weeks.  Tulane 
chooses  practicing  lawyers  to  teach  law 
students  from  around  the  entire  United 
States. 

Commenting  about  the  experience, 
Cupit  said,  "This  is  an  opportunity  to  give 
back  to  the  legal  community  some  of  the 
things  you've  learned  from  law  practice. 
The  classroom  environment  gives  me  a 
chance  to  tell  the  students  how  the  theory 
of  law  works  in  every  day  life.  It's  not  often 
that  the  average  law  student  gets  to  listen 
to  a  practicing  lawyer  tell  them  the  fine 
points  of,  for  example,  suing  an  off-shore 
company  and  its  insurance  company  for 
the  widows  and  children  left  behind  after 
their  husbands'  arid  fathers'  deaths." 

Cupit  said  the  program  is  designed  to 
give  the  students  an  inside  view  of  the 
kinds  of  questions  that  come  up  in  repre- 
senting those  left  behind  after  the  death  of 
the  main  bread-winner  of  the  family,  or 
after  he's  hurt  by  someone  else's  fault. 

"It  takes  a  special  kind  of  person  to  be 
in  this  field  of  law,"  Cupit  continued.  "Not 
everybody's  cut  out  to  be  the  caring  lawyer 
the  family  needs,  and  at  the  same  time,  be 
the  aggressive  lawyer  that's  needed  in  the 
courtroom" 

Cupit  attended  Loyd  Star  School,  is  a 
graduate  of  Bogue  Chitto  School,  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College,  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  and  the  University  of 
Mississippi  School  of  Law.  He  also  served 
as  City  Judge  in  Tylertown  from  1982  until 
1992,  when  he  moved  his  office  to  Baton 
Rouge.  Louisiana. 
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
